Dear MRR— 

I would like to take this 

opportunity to address an inci- 

dent that happened last night, 

| 9/9/04, here in Phoenix. I am the bassist in 
a local act called ETTS. We were asked by a 
local promoter to open a show by the 
Swedish crust band, Skitsystem. Normally 

| we are more at home playing alongside 
such bands as Lord Gore, or Impaled, but I 


guess the promoter felt that us being on the 
bill would add some humor and levity to an 
otherwise serious political punk show. We 
are a grindcore band whose lyrics are meant 
to poke fun at some of the excesses of the 
gore grind scene, and also at some of the 
people in the punk scene who take them- 
selves far too seriously. We do go out of our 
way to offend some people, but we feel that 
if people can't take a joke, then they are the 
very people we are writing about in the first 
place. 

Felix Von Havoc is one such person. 
Apparently, "Mr. Von Havoc" took great 
offense to our final song of the evening, 
entitled ^I Have X's On My Hands 'Cause 
I'm A Faggot." We were not quite sure what 
he found so offensive because, instead of 
talking to us about why we would write 
such a song, He chose to act like a 4 year old 
and throw a folding chair at our lead vocal- 
ist, causing a bit of a melee in front of the 
stage. So let me take a moment to ponder 
some of the possibilities here. Was it our use 
of the word faggot? I can understand a per- 


son being offended by this, but in no way do 
we mean this as а derogitory term for 
homosexuals. We use this because most of 
the meathead jock type assholes in our 
scene view this as the ultimate insult, and 
what better way to get under their skin? Or 
was it our lampooning of the straight edge 
scene itself? Our problem is with the vio- 
lent, tough guy sXe scene, of which Mr. Von 
Havoc is obviously a part. We don’t care if 
people choose to not drink or smoke weed, 
or whatever. We have several friends who 
chose that lifestyle, some who were at that 
show, and were they throwing things? No, 
they were laughing at a satire of the scene 
that was being played out on the stage 
before them. This whole incident is just a 
bitter reminder of why myself, and so many 
others, have given up on the whole crust 
punk scene. Nobody cares about changing 
the world, they just want to fight with peo- 
ple they disagree with. I always thought our 
enemies were the government, the police, 
the church, and corporations, not some 
dude in a metal band making a joke 
onstage. 

In conclusion I'd like to speak for a very 
large number of people in saying that Felix 
Von Havoc is no longer welcome here in 
Phoenix. We have enough dumb jock 
straight edgers of our own, we don’t need to 


| be importing them from Minneapolis as

Work, go to school, be out in public without wearing a chadri (a 
garment that covers the entire body, including the face, except a 
little hole for eyes), or speak as they pleased. The Taliban turned 
their lives to shit. They demoralized the female gender in every way 
possible. ТЕ rules were broken, women were beaten, raped, and/or 
killed.
